Nanking to-day, has been con-

Plenary Session of the Central 
Executive Committee of the Kuo- 
mintang, held at Nanking last 
November. It will be recalled 
‘that-at the conclusion of that 


ig| Session a Manifesto was issued 


declaring that the convocation 
“as soon as possible” of the 
National People’s Convention. 
Was expressly enjoined in the 
Will of Dr. Sum Yat-sen, The 
announcement went on to sa: 

‘that the execution of this wis 

had been unceasingly in the 
mind of the Party “ever since 
the attainment of national uni 
fication in the 17th year of the 
Republic (1928).”"" On tha, 
anniversary of Dr. Sun Yat-sen's 
inauguration at Canton as 
President of the Republic, May 
5, the Convention was ‘to be 
held. Since that Manifesto was 
issued, there have beon many 
important political developments 
within the Kuomintang itself, 
The split which involved the 
resignation of Mr. Hu Han-min 
revealed a definite divergence of 
view between him and the rest 
of, the Government on the 
subject of this Convention. The

had felt impelled to administer

now definitely known that Mr.

and support, Nevertheless the 
Government appear to have 
Succeeded in assembling the 
delegates. ‘Their elections—in 
diverse manners and  cirzum- 
stances—have been duly held in 
the various provinces. Com- 
ments from correspondents in 
the outports have shown how 
far removed many of the 
contests have been from the 
orcinary forms of electioncering 
struggle to which other coun- 
tries are used.

Ro one will be surprised if in 
counection with other Chines 
questions people at 
should point out that the Bure 
of Railway Statistics of 
Nanking Ministry of Railways:

im issuing its. statistical report: 
for the year ending December 
3%, 1927, There should, “how- 
ever, be full recognition that in 
‘the [past China has not been a 
statistical country, and that any 
efforts to make it, so call for’ 
encouragement rather than. any 
other kind of criticism. One af 
the first efforts in. the direction| 
of statistics was the publication 
by the Burenu of Markets of the 
inistry of Finance of whale- 
sale index prices in Shanghai 
thortly after the termination of 
the war, and this effort, it may. 
be noted, was warmly received 
by journals devoted to econo-| 
mics at Home. It ha 
tended in recent y 
through government and private 
enterprise, but still leaves much 
room for’ important | advances. 
For instance it is left more or} 
Jess to private firms in Shanghai 
and elsewhere to estimate what’ 
the Chinese cotton. crop is to be, 
while it is rather inferred that 
those who deal in. sesamum seed 
sans—important articles of 
port—remain more or less in 
the dark until these commodities 
come on the market. Silk and| 
tea are in the same  uncertain| 
atmosphere. To expect, how-

The fact that no 
fewer than eight lines reported 
an increase during the year| 
reviewed by the Ministry of 
Railway’s statistics indicates to| 
what an extent are the poten- 
tialities of Chinese railways for| 
revenue earning. These figures| 
are passenger traffle alone, but 
the same tale is told with re- 
ference to the carriage of goods, 
which in the year under review 
showed an increase of about 
three million dollars. It may be 
taken as gospel that the de- 
creases in all traffic receipts!

fewer facilities for civilian 
Passenger and goods traffic. For| 
instance the Shanghai-Nan- 





king Railway showed a decrease! 
in 1927 of over a million dollars| 
in goods traffic compared with 
1926, but that really indicates no| 
smaller earning capacity, for in 
that year it played its part in 
the civil wars of the country as| 
a strategic railway of the first 
importance. 

With reference to the fore- 
‘going remark about the earning, 
capacity of Chinese railways, 
the following paragraph from 
the report provides striking 
Proof:—

expenses were almost entirely| 
due to the Peking-Mukden Rail- 
way. This railway had a record| 
year in 1927.

interference. The  managing- 
director of the line in 1927 was 
the direct sppointee of the late 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin and had 
full control over the revenues 
and operation of the line, 


In this paragraph the director 
of ‘the Bureau of Railway 
Statisties, Mr. K. F, Mow, has| 
touched 4 note which can never 
be too often emphasized, Like 
their Anglo-Saxon friends, the! 
Chinese merchants have a. 
genius for managing their own| 
business concerns without the 
interference of official sanction| 
whether in the way of legisla- 
tive assistance, regulations, or: 
whatever this participation may 
be, Certain promising enter: 
prises in China have come to an 
untimely end through the idea| 
of officials deciding that they 
had to take a hand in the 
general business, and in the: 
[report just quoted can be seen 
‘an. instance where the particular, 
railway left under independent 
management has been able to 
show the best results for the 
year under review. If it 
nothing else than point to 4 
special achievement the report 
of the Bureau would have an 
outstanding value. The verdicts

Road Fund. The ingenious re- 
course—presumably with Wash- 
ington’s blessing—ta the Ameri 
can deposit, coupled as it is with 
substantial contribution to the 
Bank of International Credits 
directly born ef the Young Plan, 
is noted with surprise. It is 
not likely to do more than elicit 
satisfaction at a practical 
demonstration of the usefulness 
of the new machinery for con- 
solidating international stabil- 
ity. In short, Mr. Snowden 
appears rigidly to adhere to the 
path of orthodoxy, even if his 
land tax awakens the irritation, 
80. successtully stimulated by 
Mr, Lloyd George im the Lime- 
house era. No-one knows better 
than the Chancellor of | the 
Exchequer that this Budget 
does not bear the full brunt 
of the present economic de- 
pression. The tide, he thinks, 
may be beginning to turn. 
Even if the optimism 
Justified, the Budget of 1932, 
unless some wholly unforeseen 
stroke of fortune intervenes, is 
likely to offer difficulties far’ 
more formidable than those of 
which Mr. Snowden has just 
disposed. So his land. tax pro- 
posals do not affeet the present 
30 much as the next budget. He 
deserves, therefore, the credit 
of facing his responsibilities 
with every appearance of 
believing that to a Labour

‘to democracy in England to-day 
lies in the freedom of too large’ 
a class of the electorate from 

direct obligation to contribute: 
to the revenues of the State. 
‘The effect of the enfranchise- 
ment of 5,000,000 new voters in 
1929 was to disturb the strict 
enforcement of the converse of 
the principle “no taxation with- 
‘out representation.” It will be 
appreciated that a very large 
number of these electors in a 
time of acute national distress, 
suffer more directly and, often, 
more seriously than ' other. 
classes of the community. In 
such times the worker is swiftly 
made to feel that if there is no’ 
work, the means to live are 
dificult to acquire. The Un- 
employment Insurance Fund 
cammot entirely dispose of this 
hardship, even though its bene- 
fits may be abused by adroit 
manipulation. ‘The reduction 
of wages, in spite of the trade 
unions, comes naturally within 
‘the scope of any adjustment of 
national resources to national 
difficulties. Yet, when all this 
is taken into account, it must be 
admitted that a very consider 
‘able section of the electorate 
escapes direct taxation which, 
provided it were imposed with 
discrimination, could be as!

THE SPECTRE OF 
INSECURITY 

: May 2. 

The grave warning issued by 
Republican Senator James Cou-| 
zens, of Michigan, that “unless 
the present (industrial) system 
is improved the workers them-| 
selves, in company with what| 
‘we call the middle class, will re- 
gulate it” indicates a change of 
mind which is gradually but 
surely overtaking the capitalist 
classes in every country in the 
world. Senator Couzens is him- 
self a wealthy capitalist and 
was at one time a leading figure 
in the American motor industry, 
His warning, was primarily 
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‘addvessed to his own. countrys 
‘men, whose industrial system 
has’ developed upon lines 
different from the industrial 
systems in older European coun= 
tries and which, on account of 
its apparent success in stimutat- 
ing prosperity, has been held up. 
as a model for all industry 

those who reckon achieveme 

by dollars and cents. It hag 
been only comparatively recent- 
ly that the United States, under 
the wave of an unprecedented 
economic depression, has analyze 
ed the defects of its'system: and 
this analysis has resulted in 
realization of dangers hitherto 
unsuspected. “Not only has ume 
employment’ assumed the pro« 
yortions of a national menace— 
for the empty stomach is a poor, 
political adviser—but also. the 
Spectre of insecurity of employ- 
ment, the lack of an assured 
annual income for the workers 
has emerged as an even more 
pressing problem than unem= 
ployment, which is, after ally 
only a ‘symptom. 'The steady 
going labourer, receiving a wage 
upon which it is possible to 
support himself and ‘his family 
in moderate comfort, finds him- 
self the victim of an industria? 
system over which he hes no 
control. Depressions in, industry 
may sweep him out of his Job 
and keep him out of work until 
his meagre eavings have been 
swallowed up. He has no 
remedy, no appeal. He is the 
innocent sufferer from an order, 
or disorder, of things which he 
has not created and which, ag 
they are at present, he cannot 
improve, i 
How far this spectre of: 
insecurity, is new in a matter 
upon which opinions are divided.

‘The engine- 
driver was promptly, arrested. 
‘The train was erowded with boli 
day makers mostly’ old men and 
‘women travelling in the third-class 
carriages, in one of which the fire 
evidently’ started, though the cause 
has not yet been ascertained. 

Many pitable scenes were to be 
witnessed as those who had jump- 
ed from the train lay on the ground 
moaning and sereaming, some in 
theiv death agonies. To others the 
excruciating pains of bro“en limbs 
had been spared, for in jumping 
from the train they met a speedy 
death. 

Those who lost their in- 
cluded ten children, all natives, 
while amongst the injured was 4 
Frenchwoman who had smashed 
her leg by jumping from the train.
